Introducing Interim President 
Dr. Madeleine Fisher Green 



. Vs <i Radcliffe College alumna. Mount Vernon In- 
terim President Madeleine Green knows first- 
hand the benefits of a women’s college educa- 
tion. she earned a B A. magna cum iaude in 
French Literature at Radcliffe in 1967 before 
completing an M.A. and Ph.D at Columbia Uni- 
versity in the same field. 

I ler experience at women’s colleges also in- 
cludes leaching French at Simmons College 
(MA) from 1971 until 1974 and serving on the* 
board of directors at Wilson College (PA) since 

1988 

Green comes to Mount Vernon from the 
American Council on Education (ACE) where 
she is vice president and director of its Center for 
Leadership. Development. As vice president, 
she also heads ACE's active international 
< ig< ‘i k fa . Tl ie An tericat t Council on Ec luc. it ion is a 
private non-profit membership association of 
I8(X) colleges and universities. 

Dr Green is very enthusiastic atxiut coming to 
Mount Vernon, observing that her work at ACE 
fits well with the priorities at the College. 
‘Leadership development.' she noted, "is about 
the importance of people in at iv < >rgai lizatk in. on 
any college campus. Leadership is not the re 
sponsibility of a few we need good leaders at 
every level and in every part of the College. 
I tigher education is incredibly people-intensive; 
human capital is our most precious resource.' A 
main agenda item for Green after a year of turbu- 
lence on campus is to rebuild a sense of trust on 
campus and to foster collegial decision making 
processes that promote wide participation and 
leadership from the ranks. She believes that a 
strong faculty and a strong txiard are both desir- 
able and compatible. Even when there is con- 
flict. when there is sufficient trust, these dif- 
ferences can lx- resolved or simply accepted. 
Green observed. 

Also, her experience in international education 
will contribute to the efforts underway to inter- 
nationalize the Mount Vernon experience. She 
continues to work on a project at ACE that will 
bring together higher education executives and 
|X)licy makers from the U.S.. Western and Cen- 
tral Europe to explore areas of common interest 
and define an agenda for future collaboration. At 
Mount Vernon, she will work with the Global 
Task Force on creating initiative to globalize the 
curriculum and provide more international ex- 
posure for students. 

'This year at Mount Vernon is a formidable chal- 
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lenge." says Green. "There is so 
much to be done'. Green faces cop- 
ing with a decline in enrollments this 
year, and an accompanying income 
shortfall of more than half a million 
dollars. 'Lack of resources make it 
all the more difficult to innovate and 
to invest in the programs and facili- 
ties that will attract and retain 
students." she added. 

Although there are significant prob- 
lems facing the campus community. 
Green has found the faculty and 
staff eager to look ahead. The en- 
ergy level and the enthusiasm is 
quite high.' she noted, 'and I am cer 
tain that as a community we can 
face the challenges ahead.' 



Green leads a hectic and varied life 
A prolific writer on higher education 
issues, she has edited three books; 
Academic Leaders as Managers 
(1980) Leaders for a New era: Strate 
gies for I tigher Education (1988). and 
Minorities on Campus: A I tandbook 
for Enhancing Diversity ( 1989 ). her 
latest fx)ok, co-authored with a lead 
ership development specialist from 
Harvard University Investing in 
People: A Handbook of Leadership 
Development will appear this spring 
In addition, she is married to 
Stephen A. Green, a physician and 
professor at Georgetown University 
Medical School and has two dauglv 
ters. Jessica. 13 and Julia. 9. 




In September. Dr. Robert P. Bareikis joined Mount Vernon College as interim vice presi- 
dent for Academic Affairs. Dr. Bareikis is on leave* from his position of assistant vice 
president for academic Affairs at California State university. Long Beach 

Since graduating from I larvard with a Ph D. in Germanic Languages and Literature. Dr. 
Bareikis has been active contributor to the academic community as an educator and 
scholar. Before assuming his position at California. Santa Cruz. 






Dr. Bareikis has presented numerous papers and has led several workshops on aca- 
demic affairs management, academic planning, teaching and Germanic studies. As a 
faculty member, he* taught Germanic and West European Studies at Indiana University 
and was a visiting professor at University of California. San Diego. University of Pitts- 
burgh. The John l topkins University and Harvard University. 

An active member of California State University community Dr. Bareikis serves on many 
committees addressing such issues as resource planning, curriculum, retention and 
international education. He is currently a chair on the Scholar-in Residence Selection 
committee at the Council for International Exchange of Scholars. His experience and 
research in education makes him the ideal person for Mount Vernon during his tran- 
sitional period. 

Dr. Bareikis is looking forward to this year of transition and the challenges lacing the 
college. 1 le has come to Mount Vernon with a f resit and creative perspective. As the 
interim vice president for academic affairs, lu* is working to allocate resources in a way 
that preserves the quality of education for students, and he will do everything possible 
to attract and retain the highest quality faculty.

All power to the residence hall was turned off while the' leak was c lu e ke el Mer ‘ 
riweather residents were able to spend the night in their rooms, but were not allowed 
to light candles or smoke cigarettes. 

Six rooms were damaged by the tailing tree* as well as the lounge, w hich suffered a 
br< >ken door and windows. The corner of the be k > kstore root was damaged and some 4 
of the building's drains were knocked oil or crushed. 

Most of the rooms damaged were' occupied at the time of the 4 accident. Glass, tree

Obervers did not 
detect any oil spilling from either location. U.S. 
officials report 41 Iraqi vessels sunk and 42 
damaged since the start of hostilities.

According to U.S. officials, 27 Iraqi 
aircraft have been destroyed in 
air-to-air combat, and 28 on the 
ground. Thirteen U.S. warplanes and 
seven coalition planes have been lost 
to hostile fire since the war began; 
this figure includes one Air Force 
AC-130 gunship that crashed 
Thursday morning during a combat 
mission over Kuwait.

spent most nl their time, their response 
would probably be. "off eampus." I lowover 
there < ire other peo| >l< * wl 10 do et ij< >y s| k * nd 
ing their free time on campus. espec ially it 
they i ire* c l< >ii ig sc mu *thit ig that the *y l< >ve I •'< >r 
I'homas Saltz. Mount Vernon College was 
the- plac e where lu* s|H*nt his time* creating 
artwork that was loved by the* community 
just ns he* was. 

Mr Salt/, according to his wife*. Julia. "I lad 
multiple* intc*rc*sts. which made him good at 
just alxiut anything th.it he trie*d to do." I le* 
w as a successful businessman who ran a 
clothing store with his brother. Lewis. 
Lewis and Thomas Saltz went into busi- 
ness in 1929 and continued until 1955. Orig- 
inally located on G Stre*e*t in downtown 
Washington, it sold mens and womens 
cl< itlies and was regarded as the finest of its 
kind in the country. 

Mrs. Saltz recalled that every one who 
worked tor her husband, "liked him and 
trusted him." The way he ran his store was 
not like* a dictatorship, but like* a family who 
works together, she said. While operating 
his clothing store. Mr. Saltz decided to take 
art classes at the* Corcoran School of Art in 
his spare* time.

In It )( >4. Mr. and Mrs. Saltz opene*el the* 
(>e*orge*town Unive*rsity Shop, whic h the*y 
ran until it was sold in 1980 . Mrs. Salt/, said 
that the* Georgetown stucients loved he*r 
husband and regarded him as a fatfier 
figure*. ‘Everyone* loved him. You just had to 
love him." she said. 

Mr. Saltz retire-el in 1980 and continued his 
art studie'S at MVC with Profe ssor Jim Bur 
f< >re 1. 1 .< ist Mi ty . he re e e ived an hor te >r< try elc ■- 
gre-e from MVC. the* Doctorate of Humane- 
Letters. 

Mrs. Saltz said that she* will always re*- 
member how her husband touched the* 
lives of everyone that he knew. "I le was the* 
kindest man that e*ve*r lived and everyone* 
that knew him loved him." 

Longtime D C. re*sident and MVC art stu 
de*nt Thomas Saltz died on Nov. 12 iilte-rgiill 
bladder surgery. Mr. Saltz was 95. 

Mr. Saltz is survived by his wife Julia: a 
daughter. Ellen Saltz Kolansky e;f Alexan- 
dria. Va: and two grandchildren.
